DelegaUons of oQlclala and property 
owners from Lako Villa and Antlocli, 
numberlnKiCloae to 100, appeared Tues- 
day a. m. at tlie meeting of tiie auper- 
viaora and aeked for prompt action in 
bringing pressure to iioar to open up 
the full length of Route SI to ■Wis- 
consin. A small patch of road through 
Grayslake is still In dispute with the 
property owners flBurlng on two 
routes and the state Impatient to start 
the work. 

The road la a state aid road and ,1s 
completed or under contract except 
for the patch near Grayslake. It Is 
set forth that the Grayaiake folks 
have Ijeen dlaputlng the path of the 
road and have held up completion of 
the route. 

F. Hamlin, Lake Villa and Frank 
King, Antioch„ heading the delega- 
tions, spoke Tuesday morning in favor 
of taking prompt action to force the 
Grayslalce people to a decision. - 

Supeniaor Brown of Grayslake as- 
sured the board that the matter Is to 
be settled Friday. Grayslake owners 
have picked out two routea. Tliey will 
go to Springnold Friday and present 
their choice? to the state. It Is asaured 
that tho route as It affects Grayaiake 
Is to bo fixed. 

It was urged that the board r spur 
the Grayslake property owners In n 
resolution or appoint a committee to 
have tho state authorities do it. 
_ County. Clerk Low Hondeo dcdarcfl 
that while ho and others wero in 
Sprlnglleld two weeks ago. Governor 
Small declared ho was anxious to 
have the route completed and that the 
highway department had made It 
plain it will take them "only nvo mlu- 
utea" to force action If necessary. ■' 

The route from Halfday to Rollins 
and from Roltlna to the slate lino Is 
already under contract. Grayaiake 
and Fremont Btlli remain imdecldert. 
Grayaiake folks favored a route 
which Included a Krado croaslngN and 
this the state would not consider. 

A meeting of tho Interested parties 
In the bridge propoaltlon over the Soo 
Line railroad waa held Thursday at 
Lake Villa. Those pi'eaent were Mr. 
Frank Hamlin. Mr. Lamb, ropresent- 
iug iho state : Mr. McCrcdle, repre- 
senting the Soo Line; Mr. Rusaell, 
renreKcnting the county: Mr. Harry 
Stratton of Lake Villa, and B. F. 
Nabor and Frank King of Antioch. 

Facta brought out at the meeting 
showed that an overhead hrldgo on 
the present road would cost well over 
§10'. UIJU, and as the ataui and Soo 
Lino would have to pay for this on a 
PO-JO basis tho Soo Lino ol;](Jctfd to 
thia amount. Tho other propoaltlon 
waa a bridge over the tho railroad at 
a point :IOO or -100 yards north of tho 
present crossing, where a natural ap- 
proach wouUl^ reduce tho cost of a 
bridge to S5G,000, and as this ia part 
of the E. J. Lehinann estate It re- 
quired hia cynsont to a right of way. 
Friday the same group, with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Nabor, met in Mr. Loh- 
mann'B omce In Chicago and the mat- 
ter was put up to him. He said he

SPEND YOUR WINTER DAYS 

CULLING SEED CORN 
The proper place to begin culling 
seed corn Is In the field, In the early 
fall^ However, field selections alone, 
oven though the ears he taken from 
standing stalks, la hardly sufflclent In 
Itself. The farmer who exepecta to 
got an exceptionally high grade lot of 
seed should make a careful physical 
examination of this field selected seed 
and eliminate that which does not 
meet certain requirements. Corn to 
be examined should be spread, out on 
a table lna,well lighted room but not 
In direct sunlight. Artificial light Is 
not satisfactory. The only safe light 
is daylight. Ear charajCterl sties alone 
are not final proof of desirable seed. 
Certain types of ear, however, arc un- 
desirable and should be discarded 
without further waste of time. 

Method of Selection 
A satisfactory procedure la, firat to 
o.\dmIne the ears for firmness and In- 
dentation. "Very rought ears are fro* 
quently chaffy and weak. Earn to 
pass the test should he heavy and 
solid or firm. Next examine the 
shanks, which are. dark brown and 
those which are brown with black 
bundles (or "black spots") are plijcc- 
ttonahle. Ears which have good 
shanks are those which broke ofC 
smoothly anil are silky white in ap- 
pearance. The luster or polish of 
those 'oars which remain should he 
studied carefully. Performance of 
corn on the germlnators and Its sub- 
sequent production In the field has 
shown that those ears, which are 
bright, rather fresh and oily in ap- 
pearance are In the great majority, of 
cases the best seed ears. Ears which 
are dull or old looking ami have no 
luster should he eliminates The ker- 
nels of each of the ears which have 
auccoBSfuUy pasaod the above tests 
should now he carefully examined. De- 
sirable kernels are those which are 
of medium depth rather hard, horny 
or filnty in composition, thick, plump, 
bright and lustrous. Thoae ears wiilch 
have starchy, narrow, thin, pointed, 
very deep or shallow kernels ahould 
be culled out 

Germination Test Necessary 
The vitality- or a sample of corn 
can only bo ascertained by the ger- 
mination teat. Certain characters may 
be enumerated as evidences of vitality 
but must not be understood to bo only 
approximation. Those kernels which 
are most likely to give strong, vigor- 
ous, healthy Becdllngs are clean, 
bright, oily or lustrous In appearance, 
have large plump 'germs, show little 
or no shrinkage at the tip of the ker- 
nel near the cob and break out clean

TRACTOR "MUST SHOW RESULTS

The Story of an Old Resident 

"Mrs. Loot has been a resident of: 
tills locality for 55 years, coming here 
with her husband in 18G8. Their first ; ; 
work was to clear the land and get 
It ready for a crop. Tools which would i 
have made th^Ir work much easier 1 
were not to he had. They dug tho I 
earth away from tho trees with their 
hands so to chop off the roots that 
would hinder in the cultivation of the 
crop. They arose at 3:30 a. m. and 
went to work until 6 a. m., then had 
breakfast after wjilch they worked 
to 12. Tho long day ended late In 
the evening. 

She told mo that ono morning Mr. 
Loot went hunting on Grass Lake and 
In a couple of hours shot 25 duckal 
and geese. Grass Lake at this tlmcj 
was not BO grown up and the gamej 
birds were not so wild, as few people 
molested Uiem. 

To obtain all the rabbits necessary 
for eating waa a simple matter as 
neither guns or traps were necessary. 
It waa a simple matter to got them 
with a club. One morning as Mrs. 
Loot was walking around the yard 
she was startled by a whirring of 
wingtt and a big flock of prairie 
chickens flew up almost from under 
her feoL 

Much of tiielr hay they carried 
from the slough by means of two 
polea with shorter sticks laid cross- 
wlsa On these tlie bay wna loaded, 
and they In tills way obtained food 
for their stock.

Never before has so llttio Ice been 
noted. ,0ne oceanographic expedition 
sailed aa far north as 81 degrees, 29 
latitude In Ice-freo waters, Tho gulf 
streaniMvas traced as a warm surface 
current beyond the elghty-flrst paral- 
lel. The warmth of the waters make 
It probable that the favorable Ico con- 
ditions will continue for some time. 

Many old landnmrks are so changed 
as to bo unrecognizable. Where for- 
merly great masses of ico were found 
there are now often moraines, accum- 
ulations of earth and stones. At many 
points where glaciers formerly ex- 
tended far into the sea they have en- 
tirely disappeared. The changer In 
lomperature has also brought great 
changes in the liora and fannn ot this 
portion of the Arctic. Former great 
shoals of white llsh have disappeared 
from Spltzcnbergen waters and tho 
seal catch Is far under the average. 
Herring and smelt, however, have 
come in great numbers. 

In contrast with tho mild Artie con- 
dltlouB in the vicinity of Spltzcnber- 
gen, present ndvlcea seem' to Indicate 
an exce.ss of Ico accunuilntlons In tho 
Arctic north of Alaska and North 
America.
